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New septic inspection program 
impacts 500 property owners

The first phase of the province’s 
mandatory Lake Simcoe Protection 
Plan's Septic System Maintenance pro¬ 
gram applied only to properties within 
100 metres of the Lake Simcoe Shore- 

Bradford West Gwillimbury had no 
properties impacted by the regula- 

But Phase 2, which came into effect 
on January 1, applies to septic systems 
within 100 metres of any lake, river, 
stream, pond or vulnerable area within 
the Lake Simcoe Watershed - and 
there are approximately500 septic sys¬ 
tems in BWG that must be inspected 
by2021. 

Chief Building Official Jack Tosta 
presented a proposed Septic System 
Inspection program, which would see 
approximately 100 systems inspected 
each year, for “obvious signs of mal¬ 
function or failure.” 

If no sign of failure is observed, the 
town would issueacertificate, exempt¬ 
ing the owner from reinspection for a 
five-year period. Where signs of failure 
are present, the town would undertake 


ciencies of scale, as there would be in 
a municipality with more private septic 
systems, he said. 

"How do we decide which of the 
500 (properties) are going to be first?" 
asked Mayor Rob Keffer 

Tosta replied that the inspection 
schedule would be based on “risk” 
- targeting those systems that are 25 
years old or older, or for which no 
records exist, that might be expected to 
take longer to bring into compliance. 

Council supported the proposed 
program - but not the fee schedule. 
Mayor Keffer put forward an amend¬ 
ment to defer a decision on the fee until 
afier a public Open House. “Hiere'U be 
an awful lot of upset people... when 
they see what some of the compara¬ 
tors are,” Keffer said. 

The amendment carried. The next 
step will be a public open house for 
stakeholders, that will include repre¬ 
sentation from theLake Simcoe Region

Public education 
needed about lasers 


it spring, an Omge medical 
helicopter en route from 
nbroke Regional Hospital 
to the Children’s Hospital of Eastern 
Ontario was hit by a green laser 
originating somewhere near the 
Champlain Bridge in Ottawa. Soon 
after, anAirTransat flight reported the 
plane’s cabin being illuminated by a 
green laser as it flew over Ottawa—at 
an altitude of31,000 ft Around the 
same time, another craft was struck 
three times as it neared the airport 
The dangers were and are dear. Laser 
radiation hitting a cockpit, particularly 
during landing or takeoff, can distract 
or impair a pilot 
Most people who use a laser, 
whether as a pointer for a business 
presentation, or a rangefinder, or even 
to scan barcodes, intend it only for 
benevolent purposes. But as a report 
by the Ottawa Citizen shows, the 
number oftimeslasers have struck 


pilots want it added to the Criminal

a handle on who owns which kind 
of laser device is difficult Although 


above a certain power, lasers are 
advertised online, at an affordable 
price, to be shipped in from elsewhere.

aggressive education program. And 
this makes most sense. The majority of 
people who point a laser at a plane or 
helicopter aren't acting from malice: 
they are, primarily, curious about 
whether their laser "toy” can light up a 


steadily. Canada-wide, there were 663 
laser strikes direded at aircraft last 
year — an eight fold increase since 80 
reported in 2008. 

The AirLine Pilots Association 
is rightly concerned, both about 
passenger safety and the long-term 
medical effects on pilots of a laser blast 
It wants sterner action. While pointing 
a laser at aircraft is already an offence 
under the Aeronautics Ad (which can 
include hefty fines and jail time), the
